Many Lost Their Lives During the

Tokio, February !2.—In the naval] en- 
gagement at Chemulpo, where the Japan- 
@se fleet destroyed the Russian vessels, 
Variag and Korietz, 200 of the Varlag’s 
crew lost their lives. 

The crew of the Russian cruiser num- 
bered 570. Many lost their lives under 
fire;-but a-karge number drowned in at- 
tempting to escape. 

The .men loyally aided. their officers 
and it is said not one of the latter was 
drowned getting ashere,

BY A REBELLION 


State of Anarchy Prevails. in 
Colombian Department 


Trouble Caused by Determination of 
Bogota Government To Oust 
Gen. de Castro—Opposing 
Factions Almost Come 
to Battle. 


Colon, February 1!2.—Political troubles 
in the department of Bolivar are growing. 
The steamer LeCalvadas, of the French 
line, has arrived here from Cartagena 
and Savanilla and brings news of a re- 
bellion and practically a state of anarchy 
in the department, which has pbasted for 
almost two weeks, and which arose from 
the determination of the government at 
Bogota to oust--Diego dé Castro from his 
position:as cémmander in chief .of the 
military forces in Bolivar. 

General Manjares. who is with the 
General De Castro is stationed, about the 
end of January and informed De Castro 


‘that he held papers from President Mar- 


roquin making him (Majares) commander 
in chief of military and naval forces 
of the department in succession of De 
Castro. De Castro obstinately refused to 
givt up his post. Manjares, with a bat- 


ed Ahat the wounded Russians shal} not 
be handed over to«the Japanese unless 
they so desire, 

The Japanese did not lose a man. None 
of the fleet wags damaged. The engage- 
ment was watched by four foreign war- 
ships, including the United States gun- 
boat Vicksburg. 

It is probable that the Russian officers 
and sailors who surrendered to the Jap- 
anese after the battle fought off Che- 
mulpo’ will bée sent to Shanghai under 
parols on the first neutral vessel availa- 
ble. 

All of the sailors of the Variag, Ko- | 
Tietz and transport Sungari were taken 
On board the British, French and Ital- 
jan warships -off Chemulpo. 

M. Pavlof, from Seoul, reported that 
he asked Mr. Allen, the United States 
minister to Korea, to convey the Sailors 
of the Russian ships to Shanghai or Che 
Foo on board the American transports, 
which were anchored off Chemulpo, after 
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| talion of the Cartagena troops, took train 


for Calama. The government at Bogota 
also sent down 4,000 troops under Gen- 
eral Monsalve 'to join and support Man- 
jares. As soon as his forces were col- 
lected Manjares started to march on Bar- 
ranquilla. 

In the meantime De Castro had left 
Barranquilla and started up the river 
alone. While General De Castro was 
away General Manjares and his com- 
mand, numbering about 2,000 men, reach- 
ed Barranquilla. Manjares communicated 
with the officer whom De Castro had left 
in command there, and this man agreed 
to turn over the garrison. of 3,500 men 
and the town to Manjares. Manjares en- 
tered Barranquilla and took possession on 
February 8 without firing a shot. 

It is rumored that De Castro has now 
retired to fhe province of Santander, 
where he intends to myster forces, march 
to Barranquilla and recapture It.

FLED FROM JAPS 


Vic - Ain Togo's- Story of 
Port Arthur Batlle 


He Says That After About Forty 
Minutes of Fighting the Bus- 
sian Ships Beat a Retreat 
Into the Harbor. 


Tokio, Thursday, Fetruary i!.—Vice 
Admiral Togo’s official report of the 
desperate attack of the Japanese fleet at 
Port Arthur reached Tokio latte this 
afternoon. 

.The report w4s written at sea February 
10, at a poin€ undisclosed by the navy 
department. The report briefly and mod- 
estly accounts the Japanese victory. Vice 
Admiral Togo left the battle ground not 
«knowing the full extent of the damage 
his torpedo shells had influenced, but he 
was evidently confident that the Rus- 
Sians had suffered neavily. A transia- 
tion of Vice Admiral Togo’s report fol- 
lows: 

“After the combined fleet left Sasebo 
February 6 everything went as planned. 
At midnight February 8 our advance 
Squadron attacked the enemy at Port 
Arthur. At the time the enemy’s ad- 
Vance squadron was for the most part 
Outside of Port Arthur. Of the advance 
Squadron at least the battle ship Polta- 
va, the protected crujser Askold and two 
others appeared to have been struck by 
Our torpedoes. : 

“On February 9, at noon, our fleet ad- 
vanced in the offing of Port Arthur bay 
and attacked the rest of the enemy’s 
ships about forty minutes. The result of 
the attack is not yet known, but it is 
believed considerable damage was in- 
flicted on the enemy and I believe that 
they were greatly demoralized. They 
Stopped fighting about |! o’clock and ap- 
peared to retreat into the harbor. In this 
action the damage to our fle¢ét was very 
Slight and our fighting strength is not 
in the least decreased. The number of 
killed and wounded was fifty-eight. Of 
these four were killed and fifty-four 
wounded. 

“A report of the engagement of this 
squadron at Chemulpo has probably been 
sent you already directly by Admiral 
Uriu, as our advante squadron bore the 
brunt of the enemy’s fire, and after the 
attack for the most part rejoined the 
main fleet. The imperial princes on 
board the ships are unharmed. 

“The conduct of all our officers during 
the action was cool, not unlike that dur- 
ing the ordinary maneuvers. Since the 
battle their spirits have been high, but 
their conduct was very calm.

So Washington Says at Meet- 
ing Presided Over by 
Carnegie. 


New York, February, 1!2.—Negro_ in- 


race problem was discussed here tonight 
at a meeting of the Hampton Institute 
by Andrew Carnegie, President elect of 
Harvard, Booker T. Washington of the 
Tuskegee Institute and Principle Fris- 
sell, of Hampton Institute. Mr, Carne- 
gie presided. 

Letter from 

Ex-President Grover 
letter saying: 

“All our people and every section of 
our country are deeply concerned in the 
better equipment of the negro population 
for self support and usefulness. There 
should be a general agreement as to the 
necessity of their Improvement as to the 
reection;: and all good me should con- 
tribute in the manner best suited to their 
several circumstances to the accomplish- 
ment of this beneficent result. 

“Different sections of our country are 
affected in different degrees and with 
greater or less directnesss; but it sees 
to me all must concede that no agencies 
can possibly do better service in the cause 
of negro amelioration than the institu- 
tions in which they are taught how to be 
self supporting, and self respecting. 

“Such institutions as these which have 
demonstrated their-efficiency and Which 
prove their merit by an exhibit of suc- 
cessful effort, shoukd be constantiy and 
Benerously encouraged and assisted. The 
extent to which this is done may well be 
accepted as a test of our sincerity in the 
cause of negro improvement 

Carnegie Opens Meeting. _ 

In opening the! meeting Mr. Carnegie 
said in part: 

“There never was; so far as I know, an 
intelligent, worthy, kindly northern man 
who settled in the soumh and became con- 
versant with its cenditions who did not 
deeply sympathize with his sorely tried 
brethren of the south and see that only 
through cordial cooperation with them is 
the needed work of raising the negro to 
be successfully accomplished. 

“After all is. said and done the im- 
provement of the south, white and bjack, 
must be accomplished by the best edu- 
cated white element in the south, which 
is in sympathy with our views and seeks 
the steady, though perhaps slow eieva- 
tion. of both races, not the continued 
degradation of either.” 

Booker Washington Talks. 

Booker T. Washington, speaking of the 
problem from a moral and religions point 
of view, said: ’ 

“Not @ single graduate of ‘the Hampton 
institute or the Tuskegee institute can he 
found today in any jail or state peniten- 
i|tiary. The records of the south show 
|that 90 per cent. of the colored people in 
prison are without knowledge of trades 
and 6! per cent are illiterate. This state- 
ment alone disproves the assertion that 
the negro grows in crime as education in- 
creases.”’ . 

He told his hearers, that the vast m4- 
jority of the negroes myst always live in 
the south, that. sympathy between the 
races was vital and that the negro ‘must 
continue to prove to the white people of 
the south that negro education was 
fruitful for good,

Negro Confesses to Assault- 
ing Mrs, Shields of 
Roanoke, 


Roanoke, Va., February !2.~Henry W1- 
liams. colored, who was arrested at North 
Fork, W. Va., Tuesday, on suspicion of 
having committed a murderous assault 
and outrage on Mrs. George L. Shields 


and her 3-year-old-daughter in thelr 
home here on Jaruary 30, made a full 
eonfession of the crime to William G.. 
Baldwin, president of the Railway Special 
Agents Association of the United States 
and Canada in the Bluefield, W. Va., jail 
today. 

Williams gave up two watches and some 
Clothing stolen from the Shields home. 
He was placed on a special] train and 
rushed through to Richmond under a 
heavy guard. The train passed Roanoke 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon traveling at 
a speed of 40 miles an hour, and Willlams 
will be placed in the state penitentiary 
for safe-keeping, the feeling being such 
that the authorities are satisfied it would 
be unwise to bring him here at this time. 

Williams entered the Shields residence 
in the heart of the city at noon and 
brutally assaultea Mrs. 
daughter with a razor and hatchet, leav- 
ing both for dead. Mrs. Shields was 
found locked in a closet with her throat 
cut from ear te ear and her ekul) frac- 
tured in several places. Rewards aggre. 
gating $2,000 were offeged for the can- 
ture of the negro. The local militarv 
companies were kept under arms for more 
than a week after the crime Was com. 
mitted. 

Several negroes who have expregseé 
themselves ‘in incendiary language con- 
cerning the case have been driven out of 
Roanoke.

THEIR BIC LOAN 


Speyer & Co Will Let Them 
Have $35,000,000. 


Price To Be Paid for Bonds Is 90 1-2, 
One-half Per Cent Above Mini- 
mum—Colonial Trust Com- 
pany of Boston Is in 
the Deal. 


Havana, February !2.—Speyer & Co., of 
New York, have cvontracted to take the 


| $35,000,000 Cuban loan. The price to be 


paid for the bonds is 90%, which is one- 
half per cent above the minimum rate. 

The Colonial Trust Company of Boston, 
Mass., is as‘ociated with the handling of 
the bonds, but the contract is solely in 
the name of Speyer & Co. The govern. 
ment has been assured that the money 
will be forthcoming in June. 

The contract was drawn up roughly 
last night and today it was typewritten 
and duplicated. According to credible 
Statements {t does not contain any pro- 
visions other than those which are usual] 
in suth transactions. No further legisla- 
tien is required by the terms of the con- 
tract. It will require three months to 
prepare the bonds and attend to other de- 
tails of the undertaking. 

The National City Bank and the Kuhn, 
Loeb & Company syndicate withheld 
from bidding, not only on account of the 
uncertain monetary situation, but also 
because of the uncerainty regarding 
what the Cuban congress miay ao in the 
future in the way of paying off the bal- 
ance of the soldiers’ claims, the total! of 
which amounts to twice as much as the 
present loan will cover. It was fdund 
that the joan contract could not bind 
the action of congress agninst authoriz- 
ing an issue of bonds, or script, to the 
veterans themselves, or otherwise furth- 
er obligating the republic before the dis- 
charging of $35,000,000. President Palma 
and the cabinet ministers do not antici- 
pate such a contingency, believing it to 
be certain that a proportionate pay- 
ment will be accepted in full by practi- 
cally al] the veterans. 

The bonds are to run for forty years, 
and they will draw interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent a year. 

Besides the internal revenue taxes on 
liquors, tobacco, etc., which will be lev- 
ied especially to pay off the loan, an ad- 
ditional guarantee of !5 per cent cus- 
toms collections is given. It is believed, 
however, that the international taxes 
will prove sufficient to pay principal and 
interest. Payments will be made on the 
principal semi-annually, beginning six 
years hence. 

Speyer & Company agreed to supply 
the $35,000,000 less 91-2 per cent in 
three payments, not later than June, 
September and November of this year. 
The company may, however, furnish the 
whole amount in one payment.

Suggs employed the negroes after they 
left Aspinwald and was one of the main 
witneeses against the latter in the hear- 
ing here today. 

John Durrance, an overseer for Aspin- 
wald, was also arrested On a peonage 
charge in connectiOn with ‘the same ne- 
groes, but the evidence was not Ssuffi- 
cient to warrant hés. detention and he 
was accordingly discharged by Commis- 
sioner Johnson.

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PENSION BILLS 
PASS EN BLOC 


Speaker Cannon Breaks Al 
Records in the House, 


Under His Guidance 320 Private 
Bills Are Passed in 155 Min- 
utes Despite the Objections 
of Mr. Finley, of 
South Carolina. 


” 


Washington, February 12.—Speaker 
Cannon today took the bit in his teeth 
and ran completely away with panti- 
fied legislative precedent in the house. 
Incidentally he broke all previous rec- 
ords in the dispatch of private pension 
bills. Under his guidante, 320 of these 
measures of lelief received 
consideration of the 
the whole and passage by the 
house in the short space of 155 
minutes. Nearly the whole of this time, 
however, was consumed in committee 
of the whole. The house passed tHe 
bills “en bloc’’ under unanimous con- 
sent which the speaker himself asked 
for. About half of the bills were dis- 
posed of under this reccest—those with- 
out amendment. When objection was 
temporarily made the speaker plainly 
showed his displeasure by dragging the 
proceedings. The objection was with- 
drawn, when the remaining bills were de- 
clared passed without even the formality 
of having the clerk read their numbers. 

Mr. Finley, (South Carolina) was the 
objector. He made the statement that 
he did not consider this mode of pro- 
cedure proper for the legislative body. 

“The objection is perfectly proper,"’ re- 
plied Speaker Cannon. “This method of 
procedure could only be done by unani- 
mous cogsent, and the chair has been 
careful to fully inform the house, and it 
is quite within the power of anv member 
to object.”’ 

Then with a note of disappointment in 
his voice. he coneluded: ‘Objection is 
made... The clevk will report .¢ first 
bill.”’ 4 

The first bill contained an amendment 
and when the clerk announced that fact, 
the speaker inquired factiousiy: ‘Does 
the gentleman from South Carolina de- 
sire to hear the amendments read?’ 

“Oh no,” replied Mr. Finley. 

“Well,”’ continued the speaker, the gen- 
tleman does not know what the nature 
of the amendment is. Neither does the 
chair.”’ 

He then insisted on the reading of the 
entire amendment, and when this was 
done, his announcement of the third 
reading and passage of this bill wus 
noticeably slow. 

In the meantime Chairman Loudensla- 
ger, of the pension committee, and sever- 
al of Mr. Finley’s democratic colleagues 
went to his seat to remonstrate with him 
for the objection. When a fresh request 
for unanimous consent was made no 
objection was offered.

Thirty-seven years have passed since 
this condition of reconstruction was im- 
posed and the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments were adopted to make the 
pledge effectual. 

The white man in the north today is 
more in sympathy with the white man 
in the south than with any black man 
north or south. The whites of Maine, of 
Massachusetts, of Qhio, of Iowa, regard 
their white southern brother as a friend- 
ly fellow citizen. Their nature, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, revolts against any 
condition of suffrage making it possible | 
that men of their own race may be domi- 
jated politically by the negro race in any 
sister state. 

Conditions do not display this prejudice 
tS prominently in the north as in the 
south, but it is just as apparent there, 
even if not as violent.

Heve that Tax Collector Nash was short 
in his accounts, and it was stated both 
by members of the board and the audi- 
tor that the tax collector would probably 
be able to explain the differcnce between 
the report of the auditor and the books 
of his office. 

The -county commissioners of DeKalb 
took no action upon the report, except 
to file that portion which concerned the 
tax receiver and to refer back to Mr.

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WARX. OPPOSES 
~BUVING A SHIP 


For Grate Reasons Leaders Do 
Not Favor Idea, 


Buying of Battle Ship by American 
Jews for Japan in Her Present 
Struggle with Russia Not 
Approved by Conservative 
Local Hebrews. 


“It is against the comity of nations, 
in the first place,’’ said Rabbi David 
Marx, in speaking of the proposed plan 
to raise funds among the American Jews 
to purchase a battle ship %. the use of 
Japan against the Russians in the war 
which is now in progress. 

“There has been much talk within the 
past few days of the Jews of this coun- 
try showing their dislike of Russian per- 
secution of their race in the substantial 
manner indicated above, but the plan is 
opposed by many of the local Hebrews 
on the idea that it is not politic and that 
it might cost their fellow-Jews in Russia 
still more severe afflictions. In a lecture 
last night at the Temple Rabbi Marx 
discussed the matter and among his open- 
ing sentences was the one quoted above. 

“The principles of Russia are diametri- 
cally opposed ic those of this country, 
and we as a race owe Russia no “love 
other than that inculcated in the Bible, 
which means do them no harm. It ts not 
Our business to cause tZis government to 
become involved with Russia on account 
of our racial dislike of that country. We 
are first of all Americans, and our 
duty is to America. We are at peace 
with Russia and such an act as raising 
funds to purchase a hattleship te assist 
the Japanese in their fight would be the 
same as running the blockade with 
g0ods that. are contraband of war. I do 
not think we should take stich action. 

Unkindness to the Jews. 

“In the second piace, it is unintention- 
ally an unkindness to the Jewish people 
in Russia, who must bear the brunt of 
any such action if taken by our race in 
the United States. 

‘In’ the third place, I oppose it as a 
Jew because the mission of tne Jew is 
one of peace and not of war. as tne his- 
tory of all time demonstrates. Through 
all ages the Jew has been the man of al! 
men who opposed war andj advocated 
peace among men, 

“The tyranny of Russia is of such a 
barbarous character that the people who 
leave its soil have no love for their na- 
tive land. The German, the Frenchman 
and the emigrants of all other civilized 
countries leave their country for the pur- 
pose of making money and bettering 
their worldly circumstances, but the Rus- 
sian leaves Russia bectuse he is driven 
out by the foree of circumstances—by a 
brutality so intense as to. make him de- 
test that black land of inhumanity, 

“America,’’ continued the rabbi. “‘is 

"ade up of emigrants from other lands, 
and the intense patriotism of Americans 
is derived from the fact that some of 
them, at least, see the difference between 
this country and the countries from 
whence they fled to avoid persecution.”’ 

Dr. Marx took as his theme ‘Ask of the 
Days and They Shall Tell Thee,’ and 
elaborating this he wrought out the idea 
of patriotism and its derivation. Among 
other things, he illustrated the cause of 
the initia] victories of the Japanese war- 
riors. 

“The man behind the guns of Russia,” 
he said, ‘‘is forced to the gun; the little 
brown soldier is there because he loves 
his country and wants to be there, and 
the pldudits of all true men follow the 
latter in the war.’’ 

Winding up his discourse, Dr. Marx 
used an illustration from an Old legend. 
When the children of Israel had suc- 
cessfully crossed the Red sea and the 
Egyptians were drowning in the swirl- 
ing rush of the reunited waters, the Is- 
raelites set up a shout of rejoicing. ‘Tne 
angels surrounding the throne of God 
asked permission to join in this Tejoic- 
ing. No, came the answer; the Kgyp- 
tians are also my children. 

That was the position 
speaker last night. While 4ail 
naturally fee! that they are entitled to 
congratulate the victorious Japanese, 
their leaders in religious matters counsel 
them that the Russians are also the chil- 
dren of God and were created for a 
purpose. 

Altogether the advice of Dr. Marx that 
the matter of raising funds for a battle 
ship for Japan be discarded was receiv- 
ed with demonstrations of approval, and 
it is said to be unlikely that any Such 
action will be taken by the Jews in this 
country.

We are nearing that delightful sea-

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Are the Russians to Take Peking? 
The idea may not find serious 


lodgment in any responsible place; 
indeed, the talk about it may be noth- 
ing more substantial than a big bluff; 
but if, as dispatches from Peking 
and Hong Kong state, the Russians 
have threatened to seize the Chinese 
capital in case war breaks out, then, 
indeed, will there be something of 
a very serious character doing. 

Great Britain, which is tied up by 
treaty with Japan, will, doubtless, be 
nothing more than an interested look- 
er-on at the proceedings so long as the 
conflict is between Russia and Japan 
alone, and the scene is Manchuria 
and Korea, or the waters adjacent 
thereto. But should Russia, as Paul 
Lessar, the Russian minister to China, 
seems to have threatened, march her 
armies down from Manehuria, and at- 
tempt to take Peking, then will Great 
Britain get into the game, and very 
promptly. 

The treaty between Great Britain 
and Japan has as its basic principle the 
preservation of the Chinese empire. 
Under its terms, Great Britain could 
not do otherwise than to step in and 
thwart the designs of Russia for con- 
trol of China, even were her own in- 
terests less than they are. As it is. 
however, Great Britain’s interest in 
preventing further Russian encroach- 
ment upon Chinese territory is far 
greater than that of Japan, and that 
she would act promptly and decisively 
there can be no question. 

If Russia has any serious designs 
in the direction of Peking she had 
better abandon them forthwith. Not 
Great Britain alone, but a’ number of 
Other nations we might name would 
probably join.in an endeavor to put 
a veto upon any such attempt as that 
for the exploitation of which M. Les- 
sar seems to be responsible. 

There is no good reason for the 
coming conflict becoming a world 
war, and it will not result in that 
unless Russia forces it. But in the 
light of Russian threats, it is an 
ever present possibility. 
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The Increase in Crime. 

Recently published official statis- 
tics show that crime has increased in 
the United States out of all propor- 
tion With the increase of population. 

In the five years between 1898 and 
the close of 1903, the number of sui- 
cides increased by more than 50 per 
cent, and, shocking to relate, the num- 
ber of suicides last year was almost 
as large as the fatalities resulting 
from crimes of violence. 

The increase in crimes of violence 
in the United States in 19038, resulting 
in death, somewhat exceeded 11-2 per 
cent over like crimes committed in 


1902, while the number of executions | 
‘for murder during the 
| was less than in the previous year | 
, by more than 15 per cent. 


same 


These are appalling facts, and crim- 
inologists and laymen with a socio- 


| logical bent will probably not be long | 


in finding a reason for the sad situa- 
tion. The increase of suicide will 
be attributed to our high nervous ten- 
sion and desperate greed of gain as a 
national characteristic, while the in- 
crease of homicide will be charged 
up to the laxity of courts of justice. 

Undoubtedly the incentive to lynch 
law is largely to be found in the prev- 
alent belief of the people that courts 
have ceased to convict in the major- 
ity of cases where conviction is mer- 
ited, and the cold statistics in the 
premises show that this popular be- 
lief is founded upon fact. 

The failure of justice to perform its 
legal functions likewise encourages 
the increase of criminology, for it is 
to a great extent the fear of punish- 
ment that deters men from deeds of 
crime. 

In trying to analyze the causes of 
increased suicide of late years, we 
are met with @ paradox in the over- 
throw of the common belief that 


year | 


“hard times” cause people to take 
their own lives in the majority of in- 
stances. If we compare the suicide 
statistics of “panic years,’ such as 
1893, and those of “prosperity years,” 
such as 1903, we shall find that flush 
times nationally did not tend to de- 
crease- this crime, but that, on the 
contrary, it was greatly . increased 
when we were talking the loudest 
about our great national prosperity. 

This singular revelation rather leads 
to the conclusion that the increased 
nerve wear and tear of boom pe- 
riods, coupled with the fact that the 
more money people have the worse 
they will dissipate and abuse their 
constitutions, is productive of more 
suicide than actual creature want and 
the poverty which multiplies in periods 
of business stagnation and general 
industrial depression. 

It is high time that a great pres- 
sure of public sentiment be brought 
to bear against the abuses of our 
system of jurisprudence and the lax- 
ity of our courts, and that, as in- 
dividual Americans, we live with 
more deliberation, take more leisure, 
cease to eat with one eye on the 
clock, and, above all, spend less mon- 
ey on the vicious proclivities of our 
animal] natures.

Russia’s Internal Weakness. 

Two dispatches that may be of 
great significance in their bearing 
upon future developments in Russia 
appeared in yesterday’s Constitution. 
We refer to the one from St. Peters- 
burg, announcing that riots in Fin- 
land may lead to a Finnish uprising, 
and the one from Constantinople re- 
porting the alleged determination of 
the sultan of Turkey to, “have it out” 
with the Bulgarians while Russia is 
fully occupied in the Far East. 

If there is truth in the report that 
the Finns are secretly awaiting the 
moment of Russia’s crucial weakness 
to revolt against Russian authority, 
and that old Abdul .Hamid and his 
Balkan enemies are keen to take ad- 
vantage of the same contingency, then 
the whole critical question of another 
Turkish war and widespread internal 
dissensions in Russia becomes an 
ominous living issue as the result of 
Japan’s preliminary victories off the 
Chinese and Korean coasts. 

The Balkan situation is too well un- 
derstood, and, perhaps, too trite, to 
be threshed over in this connection at 
the present time. It is dynamic in its 
possibilities of a general European 
war and not to be underestimated in 
the new gravity it necessarily as- 
sumes now. But, if we mistake not, 
the Russo-Japanese war has brought 
to Russia an even greater danger 
than the menace to her power in the 
Far East or on her European frontier. 
The population of the czar’s home 
realm is not homogeneous. Russia 
has conquered but never assimilated 
the several races constituting the 
population of her northwestern and 
southwestern provinces. The Finns 
have fresh cause for’ grievance 
against the St. Petersburg government 
on account of the recent destruction 
of the last vestige of their ancient 
constitutional autonomy, while’ the 
Russian Poles have ever been treated 
as impressed subjects of the czar, 
kept quiescent by overawing militar- 
ism. Scattered over the Whole of Rus- 
sia are more Jews than are in the 
whole world outside, and the reason 
Russian Jews have to be loyal to “the 
great white tsar,’ let Kishinef an- 
swer. 

So much, superficially, for the alien 
races who must perforce claim alle- 
giance to Russian authority. Among 
the Muscovites themselves is to be 
found a strongly organized secret rev- 
olutionary party more or less closely 
identified with nihilism, and “Young 
Russia,” progressive, educated, and 
strongest in the universities and high 
schools of the empire, is at heart re- 
publican and the ardent intellectual 
enemy of autocracy. Of late years, 
too, the artisans and wage-earners 
generally of the fatherland have been 
innoculated with the mischievous vi- 
rus of political liberalism, thousands 
of them being’ socialists and secret 
opponents of existing governmental 
conditions. Extensive recent labor 
troubles in the leading industrial cen- 
ters of Russia, in which strikes were 
met by something very like massacre 
by the military, have left the mass of 
workingmen in anything but a loyal 
mood toward the throne. Another 
large disaffected element not to be 
overlooked will be found in the various 
religious sects considered heterodox 
by the Greek church, some of which 
make a cardinal tenet of opposition to 
military service. In this connection, 
the large number of Count Tolstoi’s 
intellectual and religious disciples 
should be considered, for his tremen- 
dous influence has been against war 
as an anti-moral and anti-Christian 
principle of modern civilization. It is 
well known, moreover, that within 
the Russian army itself are outcrop- 
pings of revolt as the result of sym- 
pathy with the wrongs of labor and 
the propagandism of the secret revo- 
lutionary societies. 

The really loyal elements of Rus- 
sian population must be found in the 
aristocracy as a class, and in the 
downtrodden moujiks, or peasants. 
The latter, 
the bulk of Russians, are fanatical in 
their fealty to the ruling powers as 
part of their religious superstition, the 
czar being the head of the Greek 
church and invested in the dull minds 
of the peasants With attributes of 
divinity. The army is largely recruit- 
ed from this ignorant class, and the 


: 
to the power of the czar from the in- 


side, but the possibility of danger 
would seem to be great enough to 
make necessary the retention of a 
large standing army in Russia proper 
while the war is being waged on the 
Pacific seaboard. In that event, Rus- 
sia can not concentrate anything like 
her full military strength against 
Japan, which fact, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the precarious transporta- 
tion problem afforded by the rickety 
trans-Siberian railway, places Japan 
on something like an equal footing 
with her giant adversary. It remains 
to be seen to what extent national 
patriotism will sweep away race, class 
and political disaffection in the great 
Muscovite empire, leaving the St. Pe- 
tersburg authorities free to deal with 
Japan without fear of a blow from 
the rear and inside. It will require a 
veritable tidal wave of patriotic en- 
thusiasm to reassure the czar, for he 
well knows the weakness of his posi- 
tion with certain powerful elements 
among his subjects. ; 

Viewed from this distance, the in- 
ternal situation of Russia, together 
with the threat upon her Balkan 
flank, is going to have a favorable 
influence on the cause espoused by 
Japan.

Immigrant Labor for the South. 

Editor Constitution: Would, it not be a 
practicable and profitable plan for the 
cotton planters of the south to take ad- 
vantage of the labor of industrious imml- 
grants daily coming to our shores, who 
will work as cheaply, or cheaper, than 
the negroes and in many instances pro- 
Guce more. This plan is not an experl- 
ment, but has been tried and proven suc- 
cesSful in Kansas and other western 
States. The southern planter would be 
able to plant more land than he now 
can under existing labor conditions. 

I have spoken to many on the subject 
and hear frequent expressions of the wish 
to introduce white labor where practica- 
ble. The only thing that might be in the 
way, is a law preventing the hiring of 
this class of labor. I wil] be glad to have 
you advise me whether or not there 1s 
any such statutory limitation to the em- 
ployment of immigrants on thelr arrival 
at United States ports, assuming, of 
course, that they were not brought over 
under contract, but employed on their 
arrival in this country. Such a law would 
be a great detriment to the interests of 
the southern states.

“Georgia Society” of Chatia- 
nooga Hears Governor, 


Georgian Reridents Hold Annual 
Celebration at Which Gov. Terrell 
Is Guest of Honor. Speaks of 
State’s Industrial and Ma- 
terial Progress. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Feb. 12.—In his 
Speech before the Georgia Society, at 
Chattanooga, tonight, Governor Terrell 
represented his state in a way that 


Showed conclusively its vast advantages. 

He paid a high tribute to the physical 
endurance, intelligent foresight and chris- 
tlan fortitude of the colonists; referred 
to the enduring work of Wesley and 
Whitefield; and spoke of the great hero- 
fem displayed by Oglethorpe and his 
Patriotic band in their splendid victory 
Over the powerful Spanish navy and 
army. 

He sald: “Georgia's advancement 's 
without a parallel in the history of this 
or any other country. Especially is this 
true ag it relates to her varied manufac- 
turinng, mining and educational interests, 
and ft is relatively true of her agricultu- 
Tal development; while her fruit industry, 
in its extent variety is greater than that 
of any state in the union with the single 
exception of California. 

“In 1879 there was not a 
fruit tree growing in Georgia. Today 
there are 16,000,000 peach trees in the 
State. 12,000,000 of which are bearing. 

yeorgia is known as the greatest melon 
Brower in the world. ‘The variety and 
quantity of her farm products present a 
marvelous display of agricultural thrift. 
In 1902 Georgia produced 1,470,000 bales 
of cotton, 35,000,000 bushels of curn. 
61900,000 bushels of ‘wheat. 8.000,000 
bushels of oats and 6,000,000 of sweet 
potatoes, besides a sufficient supply of all 
other products known to the farm and tha 
garden.

“By wav of showing that material ver- 
nacular does not always furnish a consis- 
tent basis of popular denomination, it 
may not be irrevalent to observe, in this 
connection. that North Carolina grows 
more peanntis than Georgia whereas 
teorgia produces more naval stores than 
North Carolira.

He spoke 
of the far famed kork of the states lead- 
ing educational institutions and of the 
appropriations made by Georgia for edu- 
cation and pensions,Georgia having ap- 
propriated $875,000 in 1903 for Confede- 
rate pensions in addition to maintaming 
a Confederate soldier’s home, and con- 
cluded as follows: 

Home Seekers Are Welcome. 

“Such is the record of advancement 
and liberality, based on history of glori- 
ous achievment in war and _ invincible 
struggle in peace that Georgia presents 
to frugal, honest and industrious home- 
seekers of whatever nationality or re- 
ligion, assuring them that the standard of 
excellence is still the Georgia standard 
The only requirement that she makes is, 
that the new-ocmer will be a producer, 
and true to his adovted home. She wants 
no sluggards, and will tolerate no desert- 
érs.. With a loyal populace and an un- 
dismayed purpose she awaits a future of 
material, educational and moral growtn 
that is destined to climax the most glow- 
ing story of the ages.”

CAR OF WHISKY 
HAS NO OWNER 


Officials Seize 1,100 Gallons 
of Blockade at Ashe- 
ville. 


Asheville, N. C., February 12.—Special 
Revenue Agent Patterosn, together with 
other revenue officials, yesterday made 
the biggest seizure of whisky that has 
ever been made in western North Caro- 


lina. 

The whisky consisted of a carload, and 
whe nseized was on the side track of the 
Southern freight yards. In all there were 
25 barrels of the spirits, or about 1,100 
gallons. 

The mystery as to how the whisky was 
loaded or who it belongs to Is as yet un- 
solved, or if solved, has not been di- 
vulged, 

It is known, however, that the whisky 
was consigned to R. T. Finger, at Spring 
Hope, N. C., and that the hill of lading 
was made out to J. C. Ormond, but 
whether or not either one of these gentle- 
men owned or handled the whisky is not 
known. 

It was in ol@ barrels and had stamps on 
it of a rectifying establishment at Ham- 
let. After the whisky had been seized it 
was hauled to the government building 
and stored in the basement, where it 
now is. 

According to law it must be advertised 
and the party who owns it must make 
claim, put up bond and stand trial in the 
United States courts for violation of the 
interna] revenue laws. If after being ad- 
vertised for 30.days no one claims the 
whisky it will be sold for the tax and 
the money turned into the United States 
treasury. 

The 1,100 gallons of whisky is easily 
worth from $2,000 to $3,000, but wheth- 
er the owner will claim his property and 
seek to prove before a United States 
court jury that he has not violated the 
law is a question.

TRUNK FILLED 
WITH DYNAMITE 


Steamer Majestic Bore Deadly 
Burden Across the Ocean, 


Dynamite Found in Baggage of Ivan 
Limbanovic, Who Formerly 
Lived at Pittsburg — The 
Explosive Was Concealed 
in False Bottom. 


Liverpool, February !2.—The customs 
officials today found |8 pounds of dyna- 
mite and 3,360 detonaters in the poOsses- 
sion of an Austrian emigrant op board 
the White Star Line steamer Majestic, 
which left New York February 3, and 
arrived here yesterday. The Austrian’s 
trunk had a false bottom in which the 
dynamite was concealed. The man, who 
gave the name of Ivan Limbanovic and 
who ostensibly was bound for Carlebad, 
was arrestcd and remanded until Feb- 
ruary 20. 

Limbanovic’s Pittsburg Career. 

Pittsburg, Pa., February !2.—lvan Lim- 
banovic, who was arrested in Liverpool 
upon the arrival] of the Majestic for hav- 
ing dynamite concealed in his trunk, was 
a former mill worker in this city. In 
company with Ivan Brosoviche, he bought 
a ticket from Pittsburg to Karlstadt, 
Crotia, on January 30, @éach man paying 
$50 for his ticket. Limbanovic ex- 
changed $250 into 1,200 kronen and Bros- 
oviche had $180, for which‘he received 
780 kronen. At the bank where the tick- 
ets were purchased it was etated that 
the two men had been in this country 
about two and a half years and that 
neither could speak much English. Pre- 
vious to working in the Pennsylvania 
avenue works they worked at some coal 
mines In the Pittsburg district.

KNOCKED OUT 


Railway Companies Are 
Victorious in lowa Test 
Case, 


Chicago, February 12.—A dispatch to 
The Tribune from Waterloo, Iowa, Says: 

In a decision sustaining a demurrer 
in the ease of the state of Iowa against 
the Illinois Central, the Chicago, Rock 
and Pacific, the Great Western 
railway, indicted under a charge of con- 
spiracy in fixing the amount of dGemur- 
rage charges, udge Franklin C. Plait, 
in the district court, has declared the 
Towa trust law unconstitutional and finds 
for the defendant railways. 

Last August the three ra,lways leading 
snto Waterloo fixed a demurrage charge 
of $2 for every twenty-four hours a 
freight car was delayed j;n excess of 
forty-eight hours. It was bhelieved the 
railways were thcreby amenable to a 
section of the code which provides that 
an agreement to fix the price of 
any article of merchandise or commodity 
shall be guilty of conspiracy. 

Another section provides as a penalty 
a fine of mot less than one nor more 
than 20 per cent of the capital stock 
of the offending company or person. 
This section of the law, Judge Platt de- 
clares, is in contravention of the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States, and consequently un- 
constitutional. Under this section, the 
minimum fine which could be imposed on 
the three railways would pe $2,280,000, 
of which the county attorney would re- 
ceive $450,000. The Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific, being an ‘llinois corpora- 
tion, would also forfeit ts franchiso 1s 
Iowa if convicted under this charge, 
and the fine imposed might reach the 
enormous figure of $19,995,000. 

In the opinion Judge Platt says’

$100,000, while for the same offense a 
man possessed of $1,000 Is subject to 
a penalty of but $100 would be destruc- 
tive to the foundation upon which const.- 
tutional law must rest, yet such fe the 
effect of this section."’

In a prosecution for 
murder, where the defendant, an epilep- 
tie, relied on ihe defense of insanity at 
the time of the homicide, he had no 
cause to complain of a charge that be- 
fore the jury could convict they must 
find, not only that the defendant knew 
the difference between right and wrong 
and was mentally capable to do or not to 
do the alleged act, put they must also 
find that he was capable of governing 
his conduct in accordance with ch 
choice,

8. One who has osaved as a juror on 
such inquiry did not impeach such ver- 
dict by testifying, on a subsequent trial 
of the defendant for murder, as to his 
knowledge of the defendant's mental 
condition before and after such verdict. 
and as to the particular character of 
insanity with which the defen ant had 
been afflicted. (Civil Code, 3743). 

9. Even if the grounds of the motion 
for continuance be treated as complete, 
and evidence in other ps irts of the record 
could be considered, no error ap:

Lamar, J.—!. An expert may aid tho 
jury, but he cannot perform the func- 
tions of a juror and, under the guise of 
giving testimony, state a legal conclu- 
sion. 

2. An expert may give his opinion as 
to medical] facts, but he cannot determine 
the legal classification of such facts and 
testify as to what was or was not “a 
contributing cause’ of an Injury. 

3. Where it is sought to charge a 
principal with notice, he Is only required 
to offer the agent to whom the opposite 
party claims he gave the notice Hie 
need not offer to prove a negative, by 
producing all of his agents in order to 
show that each did not receive the notice. 

4. Evidence of notice to tna com- 
pany’s agent tuat the plaintiff had 
hernia was admissible, not to establish 
a waiver of the terms of the policy, but 
to meet the plea of fraudulent conceal- 
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ment, and thereby prevent the avoidance 
of the whole contract. The charge on 
this subject was in conformity to the 
— Code, 2099, 2101. 

Policies of insurance do not stan@ 
i the samé footing as contracts of 
affreightment by common carriers, (('i- 
vit Code, 2276). There is no standard 
form of policy prescribed by statute; and 
the courts must enforce the contract s@ 
mude, and cannot relieve against results 
of the assured’s failure to comply wfth 
lawful stipulations In the policy. 

6 Inder the terms of the policy here, 
the plaintiff forfeited to the company 
any sum for which proof of loss was not 
mide within the time stipulated, and was 
not entitled to recover an amount great- 
er than that stated in the proof of loss, 
The excess would De written off. 

7 There were no plead™®™gs to warrent 
the admission of evidence as to the value 
the plaintiff's time 

From the very 
term, irrelevant testimony 
Ordinarily its admission 
for the erant ef a new trial, unless, 
from its pecullar nature from state- 
ments in the assignment of error. it Is 
shown to have had an effect prejudictal 
to the complaining party. 

9 The defendant's objection to the 
admission of testimony as to the plain- 
tiff’s character as frrelevant should have 
been sustained, gut there was Oo 
claim that it was prejudicial, and the 
answer of the witness, that he did not 
know, but supposed !t was good, itself 
shows that this test!mony as to charac- 
ter was not harmful. This being @ sec- 
ond verdict, a new trial will not e 
granted for the error. 

10. The case wag tried in accordance 
with the former ruling reported in II6 
Ga. 12!. The evidence was conflicting, 
but sufficient to sustain a verdict for 
the plaintiff for eight weeks’ disability. 
None of the assignments of error pre- 
cent grounds requiring the second grant 
of a new trial.
